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Branches of industry in Massachusctty. 
Glancing again at the statistical work just 
published under the surveillance of the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth, we have been 
surprised at the value which articles, seem- 
ty of little moment as branches of industry 
as fabrics of utility, have amounted to in 
| the aggregate. For instance, the simple ar. 
| ticle of visiting ¢ were manufactured jn 
Boston during the past year to the value of 
000, @ capital of $10,000 being invested in 
this branch. One would hardly suppose that 
the value of visiting cards would exceed that 
of the more useful article of steel pens, but 
the tact 1s proved by the statistics. The pens 
are manufacturad only in one county—that 
j of Hampshire, from which they are dispersed 
through country and city, aod they amount in 
value to but $15,000. They were made last 
year to the number of 30,000 gross. 

Pickles and Preserves were made in two 
manufactories in the city alone, tothe value 
of $100,000, with a capital of $33,000. 

Lard Oul was manufactured in the city also, 
and in only four manufactiories, to the value 
of $114,150,amounting to 175,000 gallons. 

In the almost insignificant article of Fric- 
tion Matches, a capital of $10,000 was invest- 
ed last year in Boston alone, and they were 
| manufactured to the value of $32,000,
